Bar, the laſt Term where his Indi&ment for High 

| Treaſon, being Read he pleaded by his Counſel co 

_ _ the Juriſdiction of the Court; alledging that he 
ſtood Impeached by the Houſe of Commons, and there- 
fore could not be Tryed in any Inferiour Court, as likewiſe 
that there was a; Record of his. Impeachment in the Houle 
of Lords, But upon Inquiry that was. fonnd a miſtake, ſo 
that notwithſtanding the. many and tedious objefions his 
Counſel made, againſt his being Tryed, after the Kiogs 
Counſel had Learnedly anſwered each Obje&ion ; And Mr. 
' Atturney General demurred co his Plea, the Court thought fic 
A to 
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to over rule the ſame, and Order him to prepare for Fin 
Tryal, as this day which he-no ways negleGed, bur: ſum- 
moned his witnefles, and cook all convenient FnſtruRions 
having had as fair a time--allowed him as he.could: wiſh. 
So that none can Obje& that he was Tryed withour mature 
deliberatior, So that according ro appointment | he: was 


broughr ro his Tryal this day, from the Tower by. water . 


guarded very ſtrongly, and berg brought to the Bar after 
the Jury were-{worn, the Court proceeded and his Ingict- 
* ment being Read which contained many horrid Trea!ons 
againſt his Moſt Sacred Majeſty, It being drawn from a 
Seditious and Trealonable Libe/; Entituled the True Eng- 
5b man, [peaking -plain Exghſb which the Priſoner gave 
Mr. Eons Ioſtructions. how.to Jraw and write a good part 
of it, with his own hands as was atteſted upon Oath by him 
In Court. The Indi&ment. was ſpecified according to that 
_ of the Libel, wherein was contained ſuch Treaſons and' Re- 
 bellious PraGices as are not convenient to be-mentioned as 
to particulars, but in general 1t was to render A's, Majeſty 
dereſtable to his SubjeQs, ro ſtir up jealouſies and fears a- 
moneſt them, of arbitrary | Government and introduQion of 
 Popery to raiſe a univerſal Rebellion, which ſhould be carried 
' on under the notion of the De&ſenters. . And then in the 
_ general confuſion they defi toned; that the Freach King ſhould 
Land an Army, and ſwallow us up in a moment. | So thar 
the whole Foundation of the Proteſtant Caverment ſhould 
| be overturned, and theſe! Kingdoms be reduced under t! 
Tyranny of Fapiſts and Popery. | Theſe were his praftic 
and in order to puttivg them in Execution about the 21 
Feb. laft he came to Mr. Everards Chamber in Grays.

think it ſafe, to which Firzharri« replied, that the more?Freafon the 
better, and he was as ſafe as himſelf, for he was more involved in ir 
than 'Mr. Everard, for he had given his hand for it : ' And further Mr. 
Everard ſaid, that he told him as ſoon as he had writ the Papers he 
ſhould have 4o Guinies, and become a Pentioner to the Frezch King, 
2nd have ſome Thouſands of Crowns, extolling greatly the Liberali 
of that Prince, ſaying, that he never ſpared his money upon ſack 
Scnens. th 7 ee eo 7 EI 
_ Sir William Waller being Dory did Aikewile teſtifie that Mr. Eve- 
rard ſending a Letter to him to defire him to come to him, but he ſcru- 
pled it at firſt, as not knowing what the intention of it might be, 
but upon mature deliberation, and out of a zeal to ſerve his King and' 
Country, he went, and after 1ggng time was conveyed by Mr. Everard 
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1Nto a private Room, where through a crevis, and a lit in the Hang- 
ings, he could diſcern the Priſoner : And if Mr. Everard brought him 
the Papers, which after he had peruſed, he gave them a private mark 
to know them again, and that he heard the Priſoner diſcourſe after 
His uſual manner, and faw him make ſeveral alterations in the Papers, 
relling Mr. Everard he ſhould have a good reward, but at that time 
named no certain Summ, after this happy diſcovery of ſo horrid a vil 
lany, he was apprehended. | 

| Abd upon examination confeffed a treaſonable Paper to be his hand- 
writing ; there were ſeveral other Witneſſes, but the worthy Gentle- 
men before mentioned were the moſt material. 

To theſe home Treaſons ſo poſitively {worn againſt him, he rather 
ſtrove to juſtifie himſelf, by reflefting upon, not only his Majeſty, but 
- Jeveral other Perſons of Honour, even 1n the face of the Court, and 
. turning his Majeſties charitable benevolence towards him, to evil 

conſtructions, to the deteſtation of all jjoue Subjects that heard him 
- aggravate his Villanies, he called ſeveral Perfons of Honour to teſtifie 
" on, his behalf, but for the- moſt part their Teftimonies were rather 
againſt him than for him, ſo. that after the Kings counſel had ſummo- 
ned up the Evidence, and declared'the nature of ſo heinous a Crime ; 
the:Court proceeds to-give the Jury their Charge, and having ſatisfied 
them in ſome ſcruples by them objeed, they went out, and after half 
. an; Hours debate. brought him in Guilty of High Treaſon, at which 
- there was a general Hum throughout the Court, - - IS
